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Council moves to protect the city from hillside development 


Following the Sierra Madre City Council’s 
ordinance adoptions concerning the Hillside Ordi¬ 
nance took some fancy footwork by the audience 
and reporters alike at Tuesday evening’s meeting. 

City Attorney Charles Martin introduced the 
list of events by reminding the council that the mora¬ 
torium on building in the hills above Sierra Madre 
had been challenged because it had exceeded the 
time limit. The whole purpose of the moratorium 
is to give time to adopt an ordinance, he stated, 
then added that they would have to move faster 
than planned. 

He went on, “You must adopt a permanent 
ordinance that won’t be permanent.’’ 


Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer stated that 
the public hearing of Sept. 26, 1989 had been closed 
which indicated that all hearings regarding Ordi¬ 
nance 1054 had been completed and closed. 

They accepted 1054 — the Hillside Ordinance 
— second reading by title only and adopted it — 
they then adopted the same ordinance as an urgency 
ordinance that will take effect immediately on sec¬ 
ond reading, thus avoiding the usual 30-day period 
that an ordinance normally takes before going into 
effect. 

Then they placed Ordinance 1062 on first read¬ 
ing by title only with the second reading scheduled 
for the next council meeting. Mayor Bruce Crow 


suggested asking the Planning Commission to draft 
the next ordinance and place it for public hearing 
for the next meeting, also. 

This is an interim action which is meant to 
protect the hillsides from development until a per¬ 
manent ordinance can be adopted. 

In other action, the council introduced the 
URM (unreinforced masonry) Ordinance No. 1059 
for second reading and adopted it. It concerns 
the earthquake hazard reduction of buildings that 
are made of unreinforced masonry which encom¬ 
passes the greater part of the downtown business 
district. 

They also chose to introduce for second read¬ 


ing Ordinance No. 1060 and adopted the ordinance 
which places the paramedic service coverage up 
“■or election Apr. 10. The program, if approved, 
would be funded in whole or in part by a voter- 
approved Ad Valorem Property Tax increase. 

Anita Shaffer, R.N., presented the case for 
bringing paramedics to the community. She said, 
“Cost is negligible as compared with human life.” 
The start-up cost the first year has been estimated 
by Fire Chief Ed Tracy at $450,000 with a con¬ 
tinuing cost annually estimated at $350,000 and 
increasing annually. 

Dr. Jacob Fakoory, an emergency room phy-

to be heard by the council. 

Twenty-five members of the Coalition, ac¬ 
companied by their attorney, Eric Martens, met 
with the Lawson Martins and their attorney, Mark 
Steres, to jointly sign a covenant binding the three- 
acre parcel with deed restrictions precluding fur¬ 
ther development at any time in the future by the 
Martins or subsequent owners. 

In turn, the Coalition withdrew its appeal after 
the signing. It had been set as the second item on 
the council meeting agenda, which commenced an 
hour and forty-five minutes later. 

The covenant had been promised by the Martins 


close to four months ago and Coalition members 
had become increasingly concerned over the lengthy 
delay. 

Steres told The News that while the 11th hour 
signing was not mandated by the pending appeal, 
as far as the Martins are concerned, it had helped 
to “speed things up.” 

The Martins’ original four-lot request was de¬ 
nied and a subsequent two-lot request was finally 
approved by Public Works Director Oliver Dablo. 

The matter had received numerous hearings 
by both the Planning Commission and council and 
everyone, including council members, thought the 


denial of the four-lot request was final, only to be 
told that the city’s ordinance placed the final de¬ 
cision in the hands of the Director of Public Works, 
with both Planning Commission and council act¬ 
ing only in an advisory capacity. 

The Martins were allowed to "amend” their 
four-lot request to two lots. The council subse¬ 
quently approved this, with conditions, and Dablo 
rendered his final decision for approval of the two- 
lot request in November. 

The Coalition appealed that back once again 
to the council on several grounds, including objec-

two separate -— and equally promising — oppor¬ 
tunities for securing the funding needed to estab¬ 
lish a viable corporation able to purchase and set 
aside at least portions of our unspoiled scenic back¬ 
drop. 

Randall Taylor, Conservancy Board chairman, 
reported that the group met on Saturday, Jan. 6, with 
representatives from the Santa Monica Mountain 
Conservancy, a state agency with state funding 
which is currently investigating expansion of its 
boundaries to encompass a “Rim of Valley Cor¬ 
ridor” of immense proportions that could extend as 
far east as Glendora, or further. 

Its boundaries currently extend eastward to the 
hillsides behind JPL. 

Mandate from state legislature 

Under a mandate from the state legislature 
and in anticipation of Assembly action within the 
next several months, public hearings are being held 
in various promising locations for additional pre¬ 
servation and one of these will be held in Sierra 
Madre. 

Herb Stroh, a member of the Sierra Madre Con¬ 
servancy Board, is in charge of setting up the hear¬ 
ing and reports that a time, date and place should 


be set sometime before the end of this week, with 
the meeting taking place before the end of January. 

Taylor said that the Santa Monica Conser¬ 
vancy representatives were given a tour of the Sierra 
Madre hillside properties, as well as an overview 
from Chantry Flat Road of the proposed Lawson 
Martin two-lot and 10-lot development sites and the 
in-progress development to the east of Santa Anita 
Drive in Arcadia. 

Local group hopes for conservancy 

The Sierra Madre group felt most encouraged 
by the reactions of the Santa Monica Conservancy, 
Taylor said, and quoted one as commenting, “This 
is just the kind of thing we are set to spend money 
on (to conserve).” 

The representatives agreed that it constitutes 
one of only a few pristine hillside stretches re¬ 
maining in the southland, he said. 

Funding from this source will depend on the re¬ 
actions to the public hearings and the state legis¬ 
lature’s action on subsequent bills regarding ex¬ 
tension of the Santa Monica Mountain Conser¬ 
vancy boundaries.

tion to electronic versus manual operation of the 
Chantry Flat Gate and failure to note the agreement 
regarding the covenant, which had been part of the 
council’s conditions. 

Coalition members present at the signing stated 
that they felt the main remaining item at this point 
— the gate opening and closing mechanism — was 
more properly a matter for decision by the six 
different agencies involved with the property owners 
residing above the gate. 

Besides Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Monrovia, Los 
Angeles County, Temple City Sheriff’s Station and 
the Forest Service all have joint jurisdiction. 

Coalition attorney Eric Martens told the co¬ 
venant signers. “What we have achieved is a 99 
percent victory. The configuration of the parcel 
map looked like it could lend itself to further divi¬ 
sion, which it now precluded. The Martins also 
agreed to leave the gate in its present location.” 

The only item of contention remaining, he 
said, was the matter of the mechanism for ingress 
and egress through the gate and also noted that 
Sierra .Madre does not have sole jurisdiction. 

“We definitely feel that we won a signifi¬ 
cant battle,” said Verna Chilton. "Unfortunately, 
the latest developments in regard to expiration of 
the moratorium, urgency adoption of a new hill¬ 
side ordinance and the Martins’ new application 
for a 10-lot subdivision on their higher 11-acre 
parcel all leave a rather overwhelming number of 
possible struggles still ahead.”

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Council prepares for Jan. 9 meeting

At a special City Council meeting called last 
Thursday, Jan. 4, the council moved on a two-item 
agenda consisting of items needing to be dealt with 
on an urgent basis. 

The first motion was to plac»* the original hill¬ 
side ordinance. Ordinance No. 1054, on a first read¬ 
ing. The action was taken in light of the recent 
discovery that the city did not have a moratorium 
preventing development in the hillsides. 

City Attorney Charles Martin recommended 
that the council not adopt a new moratorium or 
even put off a first reading until the amended 
hillside ordinance could be put into draft form. Ra¬ 
ther, the recommendation was to place the original 
on a first read, then to have a second reading 
at the next regular meeting (Tuesday, Jan. 9), 
at which time the original could be adopted. Con- 
currentlv, the amended hillside ordinanr-p pniiiri Hp 
put on first reading at the same regular meeting, 
and when the amended version was ready for appro¬ 
val, the original would be repealed to allow the 
new ordinance to stand on its own. 

The council’s decision on the matter was unani¬ 
mous. 

The council also moved unanimously for the 
adoption of Ordinance 1060, which would levy a 
special ad valorem (valued on property) tax in order

to fund a paramedic prorgam for the city, pending 
electorate approval. The issue would be on the April 
ballot. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai introduced the only 
amendment, which was to strike the words “fire 
prevention” from several parts of the ordinance to 
ensure that all monies would go directly to medical 
aid-related situations. The EMT program would work 
in cooperation with the paramedic unit.

Percel case continues to Friday, Jan. 12

The News continuc-s to follow the 
proceedings of the trial of Jeffrey Stephen 
Percell, with another continued pre-trial date 
set for tomorrow morning, Friday, Jan. 12, 
at 9 a.m. in Pasadena Superior Court, Dept. G. 

Percell is charged with murdering his 
parents, Alice and John Percell, in their home 
on Liliano, Sierra Madre. Bodies of the deceased, 
killed by gunshot, were found by Sierra Madre 
Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. 
police Dec. 13, 1988 and was extradited after a 
lengthy fight. He continues to be held without 
bail, pleading not guilty. 

The pre-trial, which has stretched for 
more than seven months in continuations, 
seems to be taking a twist. At his last hearing, 
Percell requested no more continuations and 


refused to waive his right to trial within 30 
days of the last continuation (Dec. 21). That 
forced public defender, Mike Duffey, to sched¬ 
ule a trial date before Jan. 21. 

A ruling from the probate court is still 
pending to determine if Percell can use funds 
from his parents’ estate for his defense. A 
private defense counsel is waiting for the ruling 
so that he may join the public defender 
on the case. 

With all the confusion, the matter will be 
further complicated by the fact that the judge 
currently presiding over the case. Judge Master- 
son, is in the process of a transfer to the 
downtown Los Angeles district civic court. 
Tomorrow’s hearing will be heard by Master- 
son, but where the case will go from there is 
unknown at this time.

Mode is another kind of average within 
the world of mathematics. It refers lo "the 
most frequent value of a set of data,” accord¬ 
ing to Webster’s New Collegiate Dictionary. 
For example: Suppose there are 10 different 
business in a block. The block includes two 
liquor stores, two crafts stores, one tiavcl 
agency, one jewelry store, three specialty retail 
goods stores and one realtor. The mode ot that 
total of 10 is three. The most commo.i or 
largest number of a specific type retailer is the 
specialty retail goods store. 

Table 111-3 in the ERA report shows "O 
retail outlets generated taxable sales of 
SlO.l'Z.OOO in I'JSS. That translates into 
SlOCZO worth of sales tax. The remaining 
S68.280 of the SPO.OOO total sales tax collected 
was generated by non-retail business selling tax¬ 
able products of services. 

W e could say the “average" taxable sales 
of a downtown retailer in 1*^88 was SU^.314. 
each generating S1453 in sales tax. Ot. wc 
could sa> the largest single type of retailer 
downtown is in the eating and drinking cate¬ 
gory (12 out of 70), with an average sales 
tax contribution of S2126 per establishment.

Increasing sales taxable retail sales is an 
important ''bjective of downtown revitalization. 
For every thousand dollars of taxable sales, 
the city's treasury receives $10 (1 percent). In 
1488 (last complete figures available) the city's 
sales tax revenues were SPO.tfOO according to 
Economics Research Associates (FR A) data. 

A report published by the Management 
Services Institute shows sales tax revenues repre¬ 
sent ('.2 percent of all tax revenues received 
by the city in 1988-84, 

To some, increased revenue for the city’s 
operating budget is the priority objective of a 
revitalization program. Some simple math 
shows an interesting fact. The following is 
based on 1988 t.axable sales data provided by 
the California State Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion and ER A. 

■A couple of definitions are needed to re¬ 
duce confusion. The use of average refers to 
the number resulting from dividing the total 
dollars of reported retail sales by the total 
number of retail outlets required to collect sales 
taxes. It does not include nontaxable portions 
.01 food store sales or for prescriptum drugs, 
lor example. 


If pure generation of sales tax is an ob 
jective, these figures suggest business to he 
targeted for attraction downtown should he 
eating and drinking establishments. If reducing 
the need for Sierra Madreans to go outside 
downtown to make retail purchases is an oh 
jective. the retail mix must be enlarged. Adding 
only eating and drinking establishments does 
not achieve that goal. .Another dimension 
that affects our ability to achieve eithei ot the 
above is the availability of rentable space or 
land on which to build. The saga continues 
next week.

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Bantam Associates offers former Geddes building for rent 


The former Geddes 
Press Building, located 
ai 975 E. Green on the 
tree-lined Green St. 
corridor adjacent to the 
South Lake Avenue 
financial district, has 
been renovated recently 
to preserve its original 
1928 Tudor Revival 
Style and at the same 
time met the require¬ 
ments of a modern office 
environment. 

It is offered by The 
Bantam Associates, Inc., 
formerly located in Sierra 
Madre. 

Originally designed by 
Pasadena architect Wil¬ 
liam Decker Holdredge 
for a variety of general 
tenants, the two-story 
building contains a sky¬ 
lit central interior atrium, 
and once served as the 
location of the galleries 
of Frederick W. Mar¬ 
tin, one of Pasadena’s 
leading commercial 
photographers.

The restoration and 
rehabilitation work was 


carried out by C.M. 
Schutz, Inc., a Pasa- 
dena-bascd firm that 
has been active in 
remodeling and con¬ 
structing a wide variety 
of commercial buildings 
in the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley since 1981. Financing 
for the renovation pro¬ 
ject was provided by the 
Far East National Bank, 
one of the largest con¬ 
struction lenders in the 
San Gabriel Valley. 

The entire building 
has been upgraded and 
strengthened to 
meet strict seismic stand¬ 
ards, and each of the 
nine suites is equipped 
with smoke, heat, and 
intrusion alarms which 
are monitored 24 hours 
a day. The suites, which 
range in area from ap¬ 
proximately 300 to 750 
square feet, provide 
amenities for a variety of 
tenant needs, are air- 
conditioned and 
separately zoned and 
metered.

The firm 
has also closed nine 
business operations. 

The OTS directive 
docs permit Imperial to 
fund legally binding 
commitments and loans- 
in-process existing on or 
before Jan. 4. ,Acti- 
X i t i e s discontinued 
include the funding of 


mortgage loans and 
securities, nonmort¬ 
gage loans and leases, 
U.S. government and 
agency securities, mort¬ 
gage derivative products, 
interest rate swaps and 
caps and financial 
futures and options. 

In addition, the in¬ 
stitution must not 
accept any uninsured 
deposits, must refrain 
from declaring or paying 
any dividend for any 
class of stock and must 
not conduct any trans¬ 
actions with affiliates 
without the prior written 
approval of the OTS.

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Chamber President Webb-Martin opens year with request for commitment

Sierra Madre Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Main 
Street and the City 
Council are making plans 
to meet Tuesday, Jan. 
16, from 6 to 8 p.m. in 
the council chambers to 
review progress from 
their last joint meeting 
in 1989. 

As an impetus to en¬ 
courage enthusiasm for 
the meeting and for 
the year, Judy Webb- 
Martin, newly elected 
president, told the 
chamber board Tuesday 
morning, “It should 
be a mission for all 
of us to take a posi¬ 
tive aim in the city. We 
can make a difference. 
We want Sierra Madre to 
grow, to prosper ... I’d 
like a commitment from 
all of you to communi¬ 


cate effectively. If you 
have a problem, come 
to me. We are unique, 
very different. This town 
has a soul . . . Our 
mission should be toward 
constructive change con¬ 
cerning communication 
and cooperation.” 

She continued, “All 
of us care. All of us want 
the best for our town 
for the next decade. We’re 
all in this together, 
guys.” 

With that stimulus to 
carry both the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and 
Main Street toward 
inification, David May, 
chamber board member, 
discussed a meeting he 
had with Doug Dela- 
hooke. Main Street 
board member, concern¬ 
ing an easy blend of the 
two organizations. 


“We are going to 
prepare generic bylaws 
drafted by the executive 
director (Ron Hutson) 
for nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions of this type. At our 
February meeting (Feb. 
6 ) we will discuss these 
bylaws. We suggest 
electing officers 
from those we have in 
each group now. The 
presidents will be¬ 
come a president and 
president elect. The 
same will be true of the 
vice presidents, treasurer, 
clerk of the board and 
past president. We 
propose a 15-member 
board of directors.” 

May continued, “One 
problem we see is that 
Main Street has income 
but Chamber of Com¬ 
merce only has dues to 


sustain it. We feel the 
best approach would be 
the use of an assessment 
program and we have 
asked Ron Hutson (exec¬ 
utive director of the 
chamber and Main 
Street) to prepare the 
direction of an income- 
producing program. We 
hope to have that ready 
for the February meet¬ 
ing.” 

Hutson said there was 
no standard formula 
for a business improve¬ 
ment district. “The 
city government can 
take approaches to the 
funding in the form of a 
grant, or we can hope for 
increased dues or we can 
take on the management 
of a city program such as 
a city parking lot. Because 
the Chamber of Com¬ 



merce cannot support 
itself on the dues struc¬ 
ture perhaps we should 
look toward festivals . . . 
The assessment would be 
initiated by the 

business community. We 
should come up with a 
fair formula to take 
to the city. Expenditures 
should be reviewed an- 
naully by the business 
district and the 

city. The council 
must be willing to com¬ 
plement the program and 
it goes on the annual tax 
roles.” 

President Webb-Martin, 
in other news, suggested 
that the minutes and 
agenda must be sent 
to every member of 
the chamber and Main 
Street. 

She added, “I would 


also like a history of 
both groups sent to 
the members ... I have 
chosen the senior center 
as our new meeting place 
as a new setting to 
invite unity, together¬ 
ness. I believe that eye- 
level is important. 

(The chamber has always 
met in the council cham¬ 
bers.” 


Several members ques¬ 
tion why the city was not 
able to retain more of the 
lights in the Love 
Lights a Tree program 
with the Cancer Society 
and the group decided to 
invite Tim Connaghan, 
a representative of the 
society, to the next board 
meeting to explain how 
the program will ulti¬ 
mately be implemented.

HOW TO AVOID 
STAIN DAMAGE 

If you work where your clothes are 
likely to get sulphric acid (used in bat¬ 
teries or hydrochloric (used by plumbers 
and radiator repair shops) choose clothes 
that are acid resistant such as modacrylic 
or polyester. Both are acid resistant. 

Modacrylic fabrics must be cleaned 
at140“ or less dry tumble. Pressing 
melts as well as shrinks them. Strict¬ 
ly working clothes. 

Polyester, acid resistant too. 

Blends of 65/35 of polyester and cot¬ 
ton work but cotton fibers are damaged by 
the acid and eventually lost. 

If you happen to accidentally get 
some acid on your clothes, rinse with bak¬ 
ing soda in water at once to neutralize the 
acid. 

Caught quickly enough on some 
fabrics, the damage may be slight but too 
often it’s too late. 

You'll note as always, an ounce of 
prevention is worth your wardrobe and, 
possibly, even your skin. 

We’re sorry we don’t have better news 
for you but those are the facts. So, use 
soda solution as soon as possible and 
have the garment drycleaned as soon as 
possible.

Fire Relief Benefit

Fire relief 
fund tops 

$5000 in three 
hours Sunday 


Proving that Sierra Madre is a community that 
cares, hundreds of friends, neighbors and fellow 
business people attended the gala Fire Relief Bene¬ 
fit held at the invitation of l a Salle High School 
in its reception facilities on Sunday. Jan. 7. raising 
$5612.10 during the three-hour event. 

The benefit funds will be distributed equally 
among the six businesses which were damaged or 
destroyed during the disastrous downtown Dec. 6 
fire. 

Those businesses include Happy’s Wines and 
Spirits. The Spinning Wheel, Tequila Sunrise, Trea¬ 
sures of Sierra Madre, Soft Touch and Webb and 
Gordon Realtors. Four lost merchandise ranging 
in value from $10,000 to over $100,000, and the other 
five lose equipment as well as their places of busi¬ 
ness. 

Added to the total of $6342, which was raised 
in a separate effort by two downtown retail mer¬ 
chants, the total given to date to aid the fire vic¬ 
tims now stands at $11,954.10. (see note at end of 
article.) 

Estimates of the number attending the benefit 
Sunday ranged from 425 to over 500 and the facility, 
which holds 600, was jammed during much of the 
afternoon. 

Instead of the 70 gifts the benefit committee 
had received for opponunities a week before the event, 
well over double that amount were among the final 
count in an outpouring of generosity from busi¬ 
nesses, organizations and indiv iduals. 

A sea of 101 select cymbidium plants from the 
collections of Vic Daniels, Ross Phillips and Jerry 
Wilwerding were snapped up by eager buyers in a 
three-part silent auction, and a true botanical rarity 
contributed by Daniels — a yellow clivia plant — 
brought $120. 

.An additional 68 gifts for opportunities, rang¬ 
ing from gift certificates and a savings bond, 
through a deluxe kitchen faucet, gourmet delicacies 
and cameras, to a number of decorator items, paint¬ 
ings, posters, prints and even a stained glass window. 
were donated for the cause by 42 different busi¬ 
nesses, organizations, artists and concerned citizens. 

Last minute contributions not listed previously 
included four gifts from anonymous donors, two 
from the Craft Cellar, one from Howie’s Ranch 
Market, one from Hilda Pitman and two from the 
Sierra Madre Civic Club. 

Jim Hiigel, owner of Domino’s Pizza, pre¬ 
sented a check for $417 which came from the 
promise in his ads in The News that he would do¬ 
nate 50 cents from every pizza he sold during a 
set period, to the cause. 

The evening’s entertainment was provided by the 
Brooke Brown Trio, Doc’s Jazz Band, the La Salle 
Jazz Band and New Sound Big Band. 

Benefit Chairman Brooke Brown of Century 
21-Village Realty acted as Master of Ceremonies. 

Hostesses for the event were this year’s three 
Rose Princesses, Kirsten Eing, Amy Moran and 
Hannah Granger, and members of the Beautifica¬ 
tion Committee, Civic Club, Rose Float Association 
and Women’s Club acted as hostesses and helpers. 

The Civic Club was in charge of serving the 
hors d’oeuvres which were contributed by Citizens 
for Fair Government, Domino’s Pizza and J. 
.Michael’s Catering & Wedding Coordinators, not 
listeo before, as well as Howie’s Delicatessen, 
Restaurant Lozano, The Only Place in Town 
Cafe and the Woman’s Club. 

Members of the Beautification Committee col¬ 
lected all of the opportunities and cymbidiums 
and undertook setting up for the event, aided by 
students from La Salle who also provided help 
during the afternoon and clean up. 

The Volunteer Fire Dept, manned the two 
bars, the Sierra Madre Police Dept, provided security 
and Sanwa Bank is furnishing free banking ser¬ 
vices. John Johnson contributed table top signs. 
The Sierra Madre News provided printing and posters 
and paper goods were supplied by the Paper Palace. 

Crown City Brewery of Pasadena donated 
three kegs of beer and ale. 

The Fire Dept, presented a contribution of $250 
during the afternoon and checks from the separate 
relief effort — the Merchants Fire Relief Fund — 
were brought to the benefit and distributed to the 
recipients selected by the organizers of that drive, 
closing down the effort. 

Benefit Committee members who helped to or¬ 
ganize and conduct the event included, besides 
Brown, Gertrude Daniels, Liz Even of Sanwa 
Bank, Jim Hiigel of Domino’s Pizza, Cecilia 
Larson of Petite Salon and outgoing president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Jan Maddox, Shirley Mc- 
Gillicuddy, Shelby Pope and the Sierra Madre News. 

Brooke Brown, chairman of the benefit com¬ 
mittee, stated that after consulting with an out-of- 
town foundation advisor, the committee decided 
to divide the funds equally among the six businesses 
affected by the fire. 

A different formula was chosen by the Mer¬ 
chants Fire Relief Fund organizers, based on loss of 
merchandise and divided on a square footage basis, 
as explained in the addendum at the end of this article. 

“Although the manner of dispersal differs 
somewhat, both the Fire Relief Benefit Fund and

the Merchants Relief Fund represent Sierra Madre’s 
way of showing that we care,” said Brown. 

Brown also said that at least one additional 
event may be in the offing to add to the bene¬ 
fit’s contribution and that additional donations are 
still welcome. They should be made out to Fire 
Relief Fund and mailed or delivered to the Sanwa 
Bank, 100 W. Sierra .Madre Blvd., or The News, 
9 Kersting Court. 


NOTE: The two merchants. Bill Sullivan of The 
Bottle Shop and Jerry Meyer of Paper Palace, who 
were in charge of the Sierra Madre Downtown Re¬ 
tail Merchants’ Relief Fund, chose to disperse their 
funds by square feet and only to the retail businesses. 

From the $6342 that was collected, they dis¬ 
persed 59 percent to The Spinning Wheel, 15 percent 
to Treasures of Sierra Madre; 15 percent to Tequila 
Sunrise; and 11 percent to Soft Touch.

If you have ever sat 
hypnotized by the credits 
after a good movie, you 
have probably noted 
some of the peculiar titles 
that indicate specific 
jobs: dolly grip, gaffer, 
best boy, etc., movie 
crew talk for the man 
who wheels the camera, 
the man who tapes down 
the electrical cords so 
no necks are broken, 
and the boss of the 
“grunts” who do the 
heavy work. These long 
lists bring home the mes¬ 
sage that while Steven 
Spielberg, or whoever, 
gets the blame or the cre¬ 
dit for the quality of the 
movie, dozens, sometimes 
hundreds, of people 
were working off-camera 
to realize his dream. .Ac¬ 
tors often carry only a 
small percentage of the 
responsibility for a movie, 
which is why real actors 
prefer the stage. 

But while the theater 


is somewhat less 
complicated, the people 
backstage are a vitally 
important part of a 
successful state produc¬ 
tion. These are not the 
glamour jobs, of course, 
which is why many ama¬ 
teur theaters have 
trouble filling them with 
dependable people. On 
the other hand, the know- 
ledgable theater goer 
should understand and 
appreciate the contribu¬ 
tion these people make. 

The director has 
the overall res¬ 
ponsibility for the show 
and gets the deserved 
publicity. Works of art 
arc not produced by 
com mitt ecs. Democracy 
has many virtues, but 
efficiency is not one 
of them. Somebody has 
to have the last word, and 
it is the director’s 
responsibility to have 
a vision and do his or 
her best to realize it.

But the job is too compli¬ 
cated for one person to 
actually do all the work, 
as anyone who has 
tried it can tell you. 
Certain responsibilities 
are passed out to helpers. 

The director, speci¬ 
fically, helps the 
actors with their 
characterization, secs 
to it that everything 
balances, gets the au¬ 
thor’s message across, 
and moves the actors 
around the stage so that 
they look logical, 
meaningful and inter¬ 
esting. 

The costume crew 
finds, borrows, rents 


or makes costumes that 
reflect the fashion of 
the time, the person¬ 
ality and social posi¬ 
tion of the character, 
and that form a suit¬ 
able artistic picture as a 
group. Then they moni¬ 
tor all the hooks and 
buttons, care for the 
costume between 
performances and have a 
ready supply of safety 
pins. 

The prop crew takes 
care of the properties. 
“Properties” are every¬ 
thing the actors handle 
on stage: a gun, the pen¬ 
cil, all food edible and 
inedible, dishes. 


backpacks, and babies, 
an endless and fascin¬ 
ating list. 

The set people are res- 
possible for the furni¬ 
ture and the walls or 
curtains that define the 
playing space, and any 
books, potted plants 
or window curtains 
that “dress the set.” 

If an actress sits on a 
cushion, it’s part of the 
set. If she throws it, 
it’s a prop. 

The lighting director, 
a post becoming ever 
more important in the 
professional theater 
where computers assist, 
has a lot of work in 
an improvised theater, 
realizing the drama that 
lighting can add. 

While a well-written 
play, performed by actors 
you can hear and under¬ 
stand, who can make 
you believe their situa¬ 
tions and emotions, are 
the core of the theater. 


the backstage crew, 
doing their job with skill 
and confidence, can add 
immeasurably to a 
performance. If the work 
is careless and hap¬ 
hazard, the concentra¬ 
tion of both actors and 
audience is broken and 
the actors must work 
painfully hard to hold 
attention. Even under 
the best circumstances 
the “perversity of the in¬ 
animate” keeps the crew 
people on their toes, 
ready to cope with a 
sticking door, a slipping 
petticoat, or a dropped 
wine glass. 

In small theaters, the 
crew is a good place to 
volunteer if you would 
like to be involved in 
theater but are shy or 
inept about acting. You 
can be a necessary and 
appreciated part of the 
production without ever
